HELPS FOR WINTER EGGS. 

Green food, while hens will lay 
to spine extent without it, is strict¬ 
ly neccsfeary for good laying in 
winter, writes Mr. Geo. H. Town¬ 
send. jHow to produce the cheapest 
green/ food must bo governed by 
what the farmer may have at hand. 
Mangjes may be fedfat a profit dur¬ 
ing tho winter and spring months by 
cutting them lengthwise and letting 
the fowls eat them. They should be 
fed in a manner to avoid their 
getting in the litter and becoming 
filthy.

Sultan Abdul Hamid II. appears 
to be falling upon evil days. Disor¬ 
der regns from one extremity of bis 
aominlons to the other. In Europe 
ho hue the Macedonian problem and 
>he Dardanelles question, both Call¬ 
ing: for early settlement. In eastern 
Asia Minor tihe.Kurds are at tkfclr 
old work among the Christians; the 
Arabs of the lower Euphrates and 
the Sheikh of Koweit cause him 
trouble with tho British, and tho 
British keep encroaching on his 
frontier in Southern Arabia from 
Aden. Serious ns tno.«c pcrploxitios 
are for their effect on his authority 
and purse, they are of relatively lit¬ 
tle moment coni pared with the dnn- 
g r that menaces his position as 
Khalif of In'am, tho supreme heuxl 
of the Mussulman world. Unless his 
effort* to avert it are successful ho 
may within a very brie£, period find 
his authority pa-sing^a^nr thor. The 
tenure of the Ivlmlifato may at any 
moment return from Constantinople 
to Cairo, whence it eamo originally. 
By virtue of his office tho Ivhalif is 
Charged with tho guardianship of the 
roads to the Holy Places of Mecca, 
and Modinn, and failure to keep them 
open for twelve consecutive months 
involves forfeiture of tho headship of 
Islam. It would then devolve upon 
tiie C.rnnd Chief of Mecca to pro¬ 
claim another in his place; and the 
micrw-ion, it is generally under¬ 
stood, would full upon Abbas Uilmi, 
tho presrnt Kl.odivo of Egypt. 

Already the obsinclrs that ere be¬ 
ing raised to the performance of tho 
liaj by pilgrims fnVi distant coun¬ 
tries arc injuring the Sultan in tho 
e\cs of true believers, and it is re¬ 
ported that communications are pas¬ 
sing between the difievent Mussulman 
communities of the world with tho 
view to tiie assembling of a Pan- 
fshunic conference, at which the re¬ 
lations of the faithful will bo con¬ 
sidered. To the British and French 
Governments tiiis conference, if it 
takes place, will be of especial in¬ 
terest. The former has some 70,- 
(>00,000 Mohammedans aJiicng its In¬ 
dian subjects, and about 25,000,000 
in its African territories; while the 
Mussulmans under the French flag 
may be estimated at about 80,000;- 
000 . These Mussulmans not under 
tho political authority of the Sultan 
ha\c had but little intercomse with 
each other except through the pil¬ 
grimage. but tho increasing intelli¬ 
gence among them seems to have de¬ 
veloped a d -sire for more Intimate 
relations and a common understand¬ 
ing.

CLEANING CLOTH. 

Dark cloth of any kind, if it is 
pure wool, can bo easily cleaned. 
Professional dyers and cleaners do 
not attempt to clean cloth which is 
mixed with cotton, wool, or any 
other textile. Experienced nmnufac- 
turors dislike to i:ac mixtures oven 
of s.lk and wool, because they arc 
less durable and lass satisfactory, a* 
a rule, than goods of pure wool or 
pure silk. 

To clean cloth dr ess as rip thorn, if 
ptadble. Men's cloth clothes can 
be much more easily cleaned with¬ 
out ripping than woman’s gowns. 

Whether the garment is ripi^ed or 
rot, begin by shaking and brushing 
nil the dust you can from it. After 
this, examine it for grouse spots. 
Remove these with gasolene. If they 
are obstinate, heat them and try 
washing out the grease with a .solu¬ 
tion of soap bark and lukewarm wa¬ 
ter. Use a stiff brush to scrub the 
goods on both sides. When Tt 
dry, use gstsoleno again. In timo 
tho most obstinate grease stain will 
come out. When the grease stains 
are gone clean the garment for dust. 
Go over every portion of it on the 
right slide with a brush dipped in 
solution of soap bark. Rinso off 
this soap with clear cold or lirko- 
wn.rm \ynlcr, taking care, if the gar¬ 
ment is rot ripped, to absorb the 
rinsing water, as fast as it is ap¬ 
plied. By this means the soap bark 
can be rinsed out. Let the garments 
dry a little, then iron (tJ^eni dry. 
Ammonia may be used diluted with 
water to help rinse out »r,np lark. 
It dries more rapidly than clear 
water. Silk garments that will not 
wash are difficult to clean. A mix¬ 
ture of half alcohol nml half water 
applied with a stiff brush or a linn 
while cotton cloth does better work 
than anything else we know. Rib¬ 
bons may be very successfully c'eaii- 
cd in this way. after lirst removing 
any gicaso stains with gasolene. Af¬ 
ter using alcohol and water, al sorb 
uU the nadslure £ou can with a 
liren cloth, lay them on a linen 
cloth and lay a linen cloth over 
thorn and a heavy cotton one over 
that, and press them nearly dry. 
Now press them perfectly smooth 
with a thin cot’ton cloth over them, 
and let them nang In a warm room 
on a lino until they arc perfectly 
dry. Linen absorbs water more 
easily nml is better than cotton to 
lay under und over silk when it is 
pies ed.

THE TITE TURNING.

“Mercurlale Sword*.” 

When was it usual to insert running 
morcury In tho backs of swords? 

This wu* a comparatively common 
practice among tho Italian, French and 
Spanish swordmnkers of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, but It was 
mor* of a fancy than anything else, for 
it never came into general use. It was 
uot, of course, used for rapiers or the 
lighter kind of swords, but for the 
heavier cutting swords. 

Tho method was to cast the blade 
rather broader at tbe back than usual, 
with a hollow running down it. This 
was half filled with quicksilver and 
scaled up. The Idea was that when a 
blow was struck with such a sword 
the quicksilver- would fly to the point 
and so Increase the. weight of the blow. 
This theoretical advantage, however, 
did not at ull counterbalance the gon- 
oral clumsiness of the weapon and Its 
unhandiness in v guarding, and so the 
morcurinle swords, as they wero called, 
from which tfielr Ingenious Inventor 
hoped so much, were rather military 
curlositfes than practical successes.— 
London Answers.
